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2.  The  Complainant  agrees  to  provide  the  Respondents  with  a 
full  and  final  Release  in  the  form  attached  hereto  as  Schedule  "A" 
to  this  Memorandum  of  Agreement. 

3.  The  parties  hereto  agree  that  the  terms  of  this 
Memorandum  of  Agreement  are  on  a  without  prejudice  basis  and  are 
without  ciny  admission  of  liability  on  the  part  of  the  Respondents, 
which  liability  is  expressly  denied. 

4.  The  parties  further  agree  that  none  of  them  shall  refer 
to,  display,  show  or  co.-nirunicate  in  any  way  whatsoever  any  or  all  of 
the  terms  of  this  Memorandum  of  Agreement  or  the  Release  referred 

to  in  paragraph  3  hereof  to  any  other  person  whomever.  '

upon  any  matters  alleged  by  ne  in  the  Complaint. 
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FOR  THE  SAID  CONSIDERATION  I   further  agree  not  to 


make  any  claim  or  take  any  proceedings  against  any  other  person 
or  corporation  with  respect  to  any  matters  which  may  have  arisen 
between  the  parties  to  this  Release  up  to  the  present  time  or  in 
which  any  claim  could  arise  against  any  of  the  RELEASEES  for 
contribution  or  indemnity  or  other  relief  over. 

AND  I  HEREBY  DECLARE  that  I  fully  understand  the  terms 
of  this  settlement  and  that  the  aiaount;/ Stated  herein  is  the  sole 
consideration  for  this  Release  and  that  I  voluntarily  accept  the 
said  sum  for  the  purpose  of  making  full  and  final  compromise, 
adjustment  and  settlement  of  all  claims  as  aforesaid.
